Ar this writing all things are in readiness 
for the removal of the President from the 
White House to Long Branch, ‘where it 
is hoped the bracing air will have the 
suffering, 
much loved patient to health and 
strength. He will be moved from the 
White House to the railway station in 
a Treasury wagon, and nothing that pa- 
tience, ingenuity, or thonghtfal solicitude 
can suggest has been left undone to make 
the removal as easy and little hurtful to the 
patient’s condition as possible. He will be 
conveyed from the depot atjWashington to 
Long Branch in a car specially prepared, 
over a track covered with sawdust, and 
drawn by an anthracite engine, so that 
there shall be the least possible amount 
of noise. The patient himself ex- 
hibits great anxiety to be removed, and the 
physicians hope for the best results on ac- 
count thereof. That their hopes may be 
realized, will be the earnest prayer of the

In Limerick 
City the police and military have been con- 
fined to their barracks. <A stratagem by tue 
“ rioters’”’ to decoy them therefrom failed;

PAT QUINN, a brutal wife-beater, was sent 
to jail yesterday by Justice Morrison because 
he could not pay a fihe of $85. Justice Mor- 
rison seems to have a more manly detesta- 
tion of scoundrels of Quinn’s stripe than 
have the other Chicago Justices. Justice 
Morrison’s head is obviously level, and his 
heart is evidently in the right place. 


GAMBETTA, in a speech delivered at Neu- 
bourg, Franee, SundaPnight, said that, “if 
France had more steadfast hearts, and if 
virtue, patriotism, independence, and dis- 
dain for mere material enjoyments had more 
largely prevailed,” the disaster of Sedan 
would have been wiped out. The speech will 
be interesting reading for the Germans.

RRLIAnLx reports from Fort Apache and 
Fort Thomas leave no doubt that the reports 
of the Indian massacre in the vicinity of the 
former place had no foundation in fact. 
Gen. Carr and the greater portion of his com- 
mand are yet alive, and can hold their own 
until reinforcements arrive. The casualties 
number seven—one officer, Capt. Hentig, and 
six men. It appears that on the morning of 
the 29th ult. Gen. Carr with a force of 105 
men, including Indian scouts, and six offi- 
cers, left Fort Apache with the intention of 
arresting an Apache medicine-man who had 
been endeavoring to stir up the tribe to revolt. 
The command reached Cibicu, forty-five 
miles west of Fort Apache, on the 30th ult., 
and found 600 Indians there. The medicine- 
man was arrested without resistance, and the 
command began to retrace its steps. Some 
Indian seouts who had left their own camp 
and came into Gen. Carr’s eamp were ordered 
to leave. They refused to do so, but turned 
and fired, killing Capt. Hentig. ‘The fight then 
became general. Our troops formed a skir- 
mish line, and defended themselves until dark, 
after which they retreated to Fort Apache, 
where they were defending themselves at 
last accounts against the assaults of 
the redskins, and anxiously awaiting rein- 
forcements. The casualties among our troops 
number only seven—Capt. Hentig and six

PREPARATION 
FOR A MOMENTOUS JOURNEY. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicaco Tribune. 

Wasurneron, D. C., Sept. 5.—It has been 
a day of feverish anxiety and of active prep- 
aration at the White House. Unless the 
statements of the physicians were entirely 
false, within twenty-four hours the hazard- 
ous experiment of removing the suffering 
President was to be made. Yet last night 
he passed a bad night. There were great 
fluctuations in his pulse and he was restless. 
The talk about his removal had excited 
him, and during the night, at intervals, 
despite the protestations of his attend- 
ants, he was anxious to talk about 
the arrangements. Ile wanted to know 
when he was to be moved; how it 
was to be done; how he was to de taken 
down the stairs and from the White House 
grounds to the cars; how he was to be 
placed in the car, and how the car was to be 
equipped, and it was not until after 
THK SURGEONS HAD GIVEN VEBY POSITIVE 

ASSURANCES 
that they would not change their minds, and 
that he was to be ved, that he could 
rest. Even then his was fitful and fever- 
ish. This morning was very weak, 80 
weak that no one Id ever think of 
lifting him off cot and carrying 
him over 200 miles on a railroad, if a council 
of emineut surgeons had not said that to re- 
main was death. What is it, then, to go? 
Is it lite? That is the hope. but not the cer- 
tainty. Still, he was no worse this morning 
than yesterday. He was surely weaker, but 
increasing weakness too long continued 
must mean collapse. He breakfasted upon 
beefsteak and chicken broth, and retained 
the food. Besides, the stimulating enemata 
are continued, and contain 
LARGER QUANTITIES OF WHISKY. 

All the stimulants the President could bear 
have been forced upon his stomach for the 
last week in the hope of strengthening him 
sufficiently to enter upon this dreaded and 
fateful journey. As the day proceeded the 
President did not grow better. In fact, he 
was much more restless, and the fever in- 
creased until—at noon—the temperature had 
gone to one degree above normal, and his 
pulse had run up, the doctors said, to 114— 
we know not how much more. Besides, 
every moment of the morning, when the 
doctors did not succeed in restraining him 
from asking, he was 
GOING OVER THE STORY OF HIS REMOVAL 
and of the means provided to effect it. He 
was particularly anxious this morning, 
among other things, to know how he was to 
be taken from the cars at Long Branch to 
the cottage, where he is to stay, and he 
seemed pleased to learn that a track was be- 
ing built so that he could be taken on the 
cars to the very doors of the Franklin cot 
tage. All efforts to quiet the President dur- 
ing the morning seemed unavailing. The 
first thing he asked Dr. Bliss, when the lat- 
ter entered his room this morning, was:

LAST DAY IN THE WHITE 
HOUSE ?”’ 

a question which, to those who read it, can 
scarcely seem other than pathetic. Dr. Bliss 
vainly sought to quiet him by saying that 
there was no necessity for immediate re- 
moval, as he was doing so well, but the Pres- 
ident was not to be put off, and said: “No, 
no. Ido not want any more delay.” A 
group of notable surgeons chanced to be to- 
gether when the story of the President’s in- 
tense longiag to leave the city was told. 

THEY SHOOK THEIR HEADS MOURNFULLY, 
and said that they feared that that desire was 
similar to the symptoms which occur with 


their end, and wish to reach their homes. 
But the President’s physicians took ho such 
mournful view of the President’s interest in 
his-removal, and certainly no one could from — 
their manner infer that they thought that 


considerable journey, still showed some ini- 
provement over the morning bulletin, and. 
whatever the bulletin might say or not say, 
the work of preparation about the White 
House and at the depot clearly showed that 
the President was to be removed within the 
next twenty-four hours. The work of prep- 


aration 
AT THE DEPOT 
for the President's removal commenced last 
night at midulcht. The laborers then, with 
picks, shovels, and lanterns, began to prepare 
to lay a track from below the Baltimore & 
Potomac depot, on Sixth street, to Pennsyl- 
vania avenue. Nograding was to be done. The 
slcepers were laid directly upon the cobble- 
stones, and the track then was most care- 
fully ballasted. The object of this is to avoid 
the extremely rough pavement between 
Pennsylvania avenue and the Sixth street 
depot, which, to the disgrace of the city and 
Congress, is one of the worst pieces of pave- | 
ment in Washington. It was over that 
terrible, rough road that the President's 
wounded body was fiercely driven more than 
nine weeks ago, when every turn of the 
wheel gave to the wounded President mortal 
pain. Another reason for building the track 
is that the President need not be carried 
through the doors and gates of the depot and 
have forced upon him thé terrible memories 
of the tragedy of July 2 
TUK PHYSICIANS AND FAMILY 
did not care to run the risk of taking the 
President through the very door which he 
was about to pass when he fell wounded by 
CGuitean’s bullet. The track was laid with 
the greatest care. The colored laborers, as 
they filled in the ballast, did not have the 
usual air with which they are accustomed 
to perform their daily labor. There was a 
solemnity about them. They seemed to feel 
that every stroke they gave to the vielding 
gravel might make it more possible for the 
wounded President to pass without pain, 
—— they rammed the gravel down With a 
will. 
TASKED ONE OF THEM 
as he stopped for a minute to wipe the river 
of perspiration from his forehead if he 
thought they could get the track smooth 
enough over that rough place. He answered: 
„ Fore God, sah, but we will try.“ Nine weeks 
ago and a little more, almost upon the same 
spot, in the terrible tumalt which followed 
upon the shooting. Lasked a colored police- 
man, a few minutes after the shot was fired, 
whether the assasin was white or black. 
He said, as if an indignity had been put up- 
on his race: Great God! 

DO YOU THINK ANY COLORED MAN 
would shoot Mr. Garfield?’ Their faithful 
labor, guided by skilled engineers, has made 
a solid road-bed, and many times to- 
day the President's car, its tender and an 
engine, were run over the new roadway to 
make it certain that the bed was solid and 
the joints were smooth.

The Constitution gives Con- 
gress the amplest power to make all laws to 
carry into execution the powers vested by 
the Constitution in any department or office 
thereof, the fullest possible grant of power. 
It is a casus omissus, just as Congress has 
never enacted how a Presidential election 
should be contested—one of the most dan- 
gerous omissions in our system of govern- 
ment. In the absence of such legislation, the 
present question can only be decided by 
analogy or argument, unless Congress should 
be convened to decide it, which would re- 
quire many weeks, even if no deadlock in 
organizing; and then another question might 
possibly arise as to who should sign the bill 
when if the Presideat should then be 
in feeble health.

| CHICAGO, Sept. 5,—It seems to me that the 
proper proceeduré, as regards the question 
of the “inability” of the President, would 
be for Vice-President Arthur to request 
from the physidians in charge of the Presi- 
dent a certificate to the effect that he is phys- 
ically unable at present to perform the 
duties pertaining to his office. Then let the 
Vice-President take such certificate to the 
Supreme Court and request of them an 
opinion as to Whether, under the Constitu- 
tion, that “inability” exists which would 
call upon him temporarily to perform the 
duties of said office until such time as the 
President is able to resume them himself, or 
until his death, should that untimely event 
occur.

SoutH BEND, Ind., Sept. 5.—It seems to 
me that there are some points connected with 
Vice-Presidential office and duties not 
itherto fully considered.

Art. I. Sec. 3, of the Constitution provides 
as follows:

5. The Senate shali choose their other officers 
and also a President pro tempore, in the absence 
of the Vice-President, or when he shall exercise 
the office of President of the United States. 

Art. il, Sec. 1, provides as follows: 

6. In case of the removal of the President 
from office, or of death, resignation, or inability 
to aischarge the powers and duties of said office, 
the same shall deveive on the Vice-President, 

Congress may by law provide for the case 
of removal, death, resignation. or inability both 
of the President and Vice-President, dectaring 
what office: shall dot accordingly, until the dis- 
ability be removed or a President shall be 
elected.

A Strong Revolt Against Landlordism— 
Eleven Thousand Emigrants from 
Derry in 1880.

LoyponxpExury, Ireland, Aug. 12.—Lon- 
donderry has a histery that runs through 
thirteen eenturies. St, Columba built a 
monastery here as long ago as 546. The En- 
glish forces made their first entrance in 1566. 
Two years afterwards a powder-magazine 
exploded accidentally—for there was no 
Skirmishing Fund in those days—and it 
blew up the fort and the town, and blew out 
the British garrison. But the crimson-coat- 
ed curses came back to roost again in the 
year 1000. They erected the Fort of Cul- 
more. Their commander, Sir Henry Dowcra, 
received from James L a charter “for the 
establishment and regulation of the town.“ 
In 1608 Sir Caher O' Doherty captured the 
town andi burned it, and put the garrison to 
the sward. Five years later King James 
granted (most graciously as the manner of 
Sacred Ma jest y is) a charter to the Irish So- 
ciety, which, after various confiscations, res- 
torations, modifications, and renewals, en- 
ables the Corporation—that is to say, the City 
Government—of London to 

BLIGHT THE PROSPERITY 
and levy taxes on the inhaBitants of this Irish 
city today. 

Londonderry, Chester, and Berwick-on- 
Tweed are the three walled towns of the 
British Islands. The walls here are well 
preserved and keptin good repair. Several 
of the cannons that were used in the defense 
of Londonderry during the siege of 1689 are 
still in their position as at that time. The gates 
and bastions are in perfect condition. They 
serve to keep alive ancient hatreds of races and 
eligions, and hence the English Government 
takes care to conserve them. The public 
buildings of Londonderry are solid struct- 
ures and rather handsonie; and, like every- 
thing in the city, excepting the working 
classes, they give evidence of a substantial 
prosperity in the past. There are numerous 
relics of the olden times in the vicinity of 
Londonderry ; but, as there are books enough 
that describe them, 1 shall not waste my 
space and life in telling about them. , But the 
American who comes here should nok fail to 
visit the Grianan of Aileach, about three 
miles from Londonderry. It is a hill sur- 
mounted by a great circular fort, which En- 

lish guide-books sneeringly describe as a 

agan ruin,“ but which the Irish exultingly 
depict as 

THE SEAT OF THEIR KINGS 

after the fall of Tara. Here,” said Mr. 
0’ Doherty, yesterday, “here was the capital 
of Ireland 1,000 years ago, and here for 600 
years the O’ Neils ruled the country after the 
destruction of Tara.” The scene from this 
summit is one of the most charming land- 
scapes in Ireland. The fort commands a 
magnificent view of .mountain, 1 
and bay, and rivers, and loughs. “You see 
three counties, These old Irish Kings, to 
use our native tongue, knew their biz.“ 
No hostile force could approach ‘them in any 
direction without exposing their numbers 
and intentions. A thousand years ago! and 
yet the same fight is kept up—not now be- 
tween native King and — invader, but 

between Land League landlords, the 
lineal successors of the Kings and invaders. 

I was taken to see the Grianan by Mr. 
James E. O’Doherty, who, as a solicitor, has 
already made a jong fight against the tyranny 
ot landlordism in r and in NR 
and by Mr. James Coll McLoughlin, the 
President of the Irish National Land League 
of Londonderry. ‘Such notes of the conver- 
sation as remain I shall now write out.

BY LONDON GUILDS. 

Some of these companies have made a few 
improvements in their ultural holdings: 
but most of them have shocking exau- 
ples the commercial spirit—-they have 
made the mostof their n by let- 
ting out their estates to middlemen, as lu the 
case of the London Mercers. Let, as a 
whole, their character as landlords.on rural 
propérties, on an average, is better than that 
of the Irish landlords. ; 

This is Mr. O’Doherty’s statement, and it 
contirms what 1 have heard elsewhere in 
Ireland: charge is untrue which as- 
serts that the Worst landlords are the pur- 
chasers under the Incumbered Estates and 
the Disestablishment acts and the London 
corporations. Everywhere I have found that 
the “ould family” landlords are the most 
tenacious of their feudal prerogatives, and 
the least merciful to their tenants, excepting 
to those peasants, in certain cases and dis- 
tricts, who reside around their own “do- 
main,” and who have lived for generations 
as semi-serfs to the Teac-mor, or castle. 
Many of the new landlords are brutal and 
tyrannical; but notone of them excels in 
avarice and capriciousness the late Lord 
Leitrim, or the present Lords Lucan, Sligo, 
and Lansdowne.

Dublin. Nowhere have I seen such ghastly, 
squalor and such appalling wretchedness as 
in the hoyels of the tenants of Trinity Col- 
lege at Cahirciveen and in the Island of Va- 
lentia, in the County Kerry. 

“What do these guilds do with their rent- 
als,” I asked Mr. O' Doherty. 

* They spend it for the benefit of the guild. 
No one has any claim on it. Only the Irish 
Society that owns the site of Londonerry, as 
I told you, holds its right in trust for the

„How does the Trish Society spend its 
money? 

It seemed to be philanthropic,” Mr. 
O'Doherty, “but it was a great swindle. 
It spent its income or nearly all of it in ban- 
quets in London and expenses of muna 
ment; and does it yet. A large body of its 
members come over here every year and 
make a grand progress at the expense of this 
fund; and they have costly banquets in 
Londonderry and Coleraine. Practically the 
Society does nothing tor the people, except 
to give donations to some of the schools. if 
its revenue belonged to the people of Lon- 
donderry, Mey would give ten times as much 
for schouls, and reduce the taxes of the city 
one-half. Taxes in this city amount to five 
shillings in the pound on the valuation. The 
tenants pay the taxes—that is 25 per cent 
over and above their rental. In November

As before 
said, Mr. Cassatt will not listen to 
any proposition which does not inclade the 
permit removal of a large portion of the 
grain, and the merchants have generally 
made up their minds that the railroad is le- 
gally justified in advancing the store rates 
after giving the five days’ notice, and 
that they will be compelled to stand 
whatever they may sustain by this action, 
though there are some who are in favor of 
carry the matter to court.

it is highly probable that an effort 
will be made to secure the passage by 
the next Legislature of such a law 
regulating warehouse charges as will 
prevent a recurrence of the present trouble.

San Francisco, Sept. 5.—The following

The medicine man was killed as soon as

After burying the dead, I returned as 
rapidly as practicabic, arriving on the 31st. 

Some of the Indians had preceded us, and 
had killed efght men on the road to Thomas.

Couriers who started out were killed with- 
in twenty miles of here, also ‘several more 
out on escort duty, besides four citizens.

LATER. 

At 2 o’clock the Indians began firing into 
a party at the graveyard burying the dead 
and drove them into the post. 

They then fired into the post from the 
bluffs from every side. 

The troops formed a skirmish-line around 
the entire camp, keeping them out of the 
post. 

The fight lasted until dark, when the In- 
dians drew off. 

CAPT. GORDON, 
successor to Capt. Hentig, was wounded in 
the leg. There were no other casualties. 

Firing during the first hour was very heavy 
from the hostiles. | 

We believe we can keep them out of the 
post, but no more. 

STILL LATER. 

Fort APACHE, Sept. 2—10 a. m.—We still 
hold the fort. 

The fight yesterday was very warm for 
about two hours. 

We have sent messages by couriers Cor- 
poral Wagner on the night of the 12th and 
Private Welsh at 4 o’clock a. m. on the 3ist; 
also, by Owens, mail carrier, at noon on the

EARLY HOPES. 
AT WASHINGTON.

Wasninerton, D. C., Sept. 5.—The small 
stir which the reported massacre of Carr’s 
command makes is an illustration of the all- 
absorbing interest in the President’s con- 
dition. A dispaten was received by Secre- 
tary Kirkwood this morning from an In- 
specter at San Carlos Agency, dated Sept. 2, 
which gave reports of a fight between Carr's 
troops anda body of Indians, in which the 
former were said to have been worsted. The 
Secretary telegraphed to the Inspector to- 
day for particulars, and expects an 
answer tonight or tomorrow. Commissioner 
Price says he hopes, from the silence of 
Agent Tiffany, whose duty it would be to 
promptly report such a disturbance, that it is 
untrue or greatly exaggerated. It is gener- 
ally believed, however, that the reports 
brought in by the Indians are correct. A 
letter received here from an arm officer to- 
day, dated at the scene of the massacre the 
day before, shows that the attack was ex- 
pected, and that the worst was feared. 

PLEASANT DOUBTS. 

San Francisco, Cal., Sept. 5.—The latest 
advices throw a doubt on the report of the 
general massacre of Carr’s command. It 
is now reported that Lieuts. Cruse and 
Stanton, and probably other officers, suc- 
ceeded in effecting their escape, and that only 
Capt. Hentig and some dozen enlisted men 
were killed. No particulars yet. 


NEW NEWS AT CHICAGO. 
The only news received at military head- 
quarters yesterday relative to the Indian 
outbreak in Arizona was a dispatch from 
Gen. MebDowetl stating that no communica- 
tion had yet been had with Fort Apache, and 
it was impossible to say whether the post 
had been captured or not. 


THE APACHES. 
THEIR NUMRER AND CHARACTER. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

Omana, Neb., Sept. 5.—Lieut.-Col. Royal, 
Inspector General of this Department, says 
the outlook with the Apaches is bad, as they 
are very brave and cunning, and can endure 
great hardships. The White Mountain In- 
dians inhabit an almost inaecessible country, 
and can live on game and the mescal plant, 
both of which are very abundant. There 
are nearly 1,500 warriors among the White 
Mountain Apaches, who compose about one- 
third of the tribe, the rest of which are 
peaceable, but who no doubt will sympathize 
with and aid tneir relatives. Gen. Crook 
subdued most of those Indians in 1872, while 
he commanded the Department of Arizona. 
Piedro was then peaceable, and was Chief of 
the entire Apache tribe. 

THE CHARGES AGAINST TIFFANY. 

mwpectal Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

New York, Sept. 5.—A gentleman familiar 
with the country, and who believes he has 
trustworthy information as to the causes 
which led to the outbreak, said: “It has 
just been reported thata medicine man who 
has been stirring up the Apaclies is responsi- 
ble. This statement was absolutely false. ‘The 
real cause of all the trouble was the discov- 
ery ofa valuable coal mine at Hog Canon, 
forty miles from San Carlos, by Tiffany, the 
Indian Agent at the San Carlos Reserva- 
tion. Tiffany induced the Chiefs to sell 
to him, or believe they had sold to him, the 
property containing this coal mine, and he 
paid fifty Chiefs $40 a piece. They. were in- 
duced to make this sale only upon 

THE SOLEMN ASSURANCE OF TIFFANY 

that the United States Goverfiment required 
the property, and had instructed him to ne- 
gotiate its purchase. There is reason to be- 
lieve that there are a number of capitalists 
associated with Tiffany in the matter. En- 
ergetic efforts were made by Tiffany’s 
friends in Washington to indgee Sec- 
retary of the Interior Kirkwood 
to cut this coal property out of the Apache 
Reservation and set it apart, in furtherance 
ef their plans for its possession. This See- 
retary Kirkwood pereniptorily refused to do, 
and he let it be distinctly understood that he 
would have nothing. whatever to do with 
Tiffany’s plans. 

WHEN THE INDIANS DISCOVERED 
that the Government did not authorize Tif- 
fany to buy their property, they naturally 
became very much ineensed, and a terrible 
scheme of revenge was the result. This ac- 
tion of Tiffany was the real cause of all the 
trouble, and the massacre shows how faith- 
fully their schemes of vengeance have 
been carried out. Tiffany, and not the medi- 
cine man, is responsible for it all. Since the 
news of the massacre was published, Tiffany 
has been actually engaged in

on the medicine man, whom he charges with 
having incited the Indians to attack our sol- 
diers. This Tiffany is a power in Arizona, 
having some hold in Washington 
whereby he has practically ruled the 
military affairs of his own _ section. 
He has had men removed and 
appointed at his will, and the officers of the 
army whom he disliked or feared have been 
sent elsewhere. Gen. Crook, the best Indian 
fighter in the army and the man who whipped

THE STATE COMMITTEE TO MEET TOMORROW.

New York, Sept. 5.—On Wednesday next 
the Democratic State Committee meets at the 
St. James Hotel in this city. Intimations 
have been thrown out in certain quarters 
that an attempt may be made at the coming 
meeting to exclude certain members of the 
State Committee from active participation in 
its proceedings.

Iw another part of this issue will be found 
an article taken from the Philadelphia Press 
reporting a conversation with Judge Holt 
concerning the last days of Buchanan’s Ad- 
ministration. Judge Holt fully substantiates 
the statement of Jere Black as to the part, 
taken by the latter in those exciting times. 
Judge Black was a loyalist. Of that fact 
there can no longer be any serious doubt. 
He was the victim of a misunderstanding. 
His own conduct after the War broke out 
obscured the real nature of his servſbes 
whil@é he was a member of Buchanan’s Ad- 
ministration. He wasirritated and wounded 
by the criticisms of the Republican press, 
a was possibly driven into a position 
of extreme antagonism that he would not 
voluntarily have assumed, and the error of 
which he has perceived and regretted before 
now. Judge Holt also testifies to the loyalty 
of President Buchanan and Gen. Scott. The 
latter needed ne testimonial. The former is 
not now in a position to be profited by one. 
The wrong that he did the Republie lay in 
shirking the responsibility that justly be- 
longed to him. He endeavored to tide mat- 
ters over his own Administration, and looked 
at public necessities from a personal point of 
view. Judge Holt says that he was a man 
of peace.” Precisely at this point lay his 
failure of duty to the Government. He had 
no right to be a man of peace when he was 
surrounded by men of war and the exist- 
ence of the Republic itself was threatened 
by their plots. Judge Holt unconsciously 
bears witness aBainsi his former chief, who 
was a negative loyalist when he should have 
been an aggressive guardian of National 
honor and safety.

In all the discussions concerning the Pres- 
idential disability too little stress has been 
laid upon the fact that legal evidence of it is 
not furthecoming. Before the Vice-President 
can proceed to assume the duties of the of- 
fice he must have official information that the 
disability contemplated by the Constitution 
exists. He cannot get notice that would be 
sufficient in Jaw from the newspapers or 
from consultation with any ef his personal 
friends. n Official notice cannot, we take 
it, come from an unofficial source. Disability 
must be asctrtained and declared before the 
Vice-President can act in consequence of it. 
There is one case, and one only, in 
which it might fairly be presumed 
to exist. If there were any obstruction 
of the functions of the Government 
so serious as to be a matter of common re- 
mark the Vice-President might be justified 
in offering to discharge the duties of the 
Presidential office, if they were neglected 
and the neglect was the cause of the ob- 
struction. But there is at present no such 
condition of affairs, and cannpt be except 
during a session of Congress. The Govern- 
ment is so organized that the President may 
have a vacation of several months without 
detriment to the public interests. President 
Garfield is taking such a vacation now. His 
illness has not brought the Government to a 
standstill or embarrassed it in auy way. The 
fact is, that the proper duties of the Presi- 
dent during the summer mouths are ex 
tremely light. His labors haye consisted 
mainly in passing on applications for office. 
This class of business can afford to wait. 
It o t not to be imposed on the President. 
His failure to discharge it for a short time 
Will be no injury to the country. 

— 


Tux physicians in attendance upon the 
President have made a number of serious 
mistakes. It was a mistake to carry him up- 
stairs in the railroad station the moment 
after he was shot; to hurry him through the 
streets of Washington at racing speed; to 
deny him food and stimulants for eight 
hours after the shooting, on the erroneous 
supposition that he was bound to die; to ad- 
mit general visitors to his bedside for weeks 
after his convalescence began; to give Rock- 
well and Swaim and other such amateurs 
the command of the sick-room, instead of a 
corps of trained professional nurses: to feed 
him onions and vinegar, and force his appe- 
tite beyond its natural demands. Above all, 
it was a mistake to keep him in the 
White House when he was well enough to 
be moved. But we have not yet seen the 
evidence thet any of these errors or all to- 
gether were sufficient to change the result 
of the case. There might have been worse 
blunders, Ignorant or officious surgeons— 
even the accomplished Hammond with his 
extensive program for probing and cutting— 
might have hurried the President to his 
grave long before this. It may be entirely 
due to the skill of his treatment that he is 
still living, and has one slender chance left. 
Let not the Ameriean people be guilty of the 
supreme weakness and cowardice of throw- 
ing the blame of a fatal issue, if one shall 
come, upon the surgeons. That is a do- 
mestie privilege which the public ought to 
reject. Death is an ugly fact which medicine 
has not been able to get over yet. It may be 
as well to bear this fact in mind when an 
attempt is made to hold the best medical 
skill of the country responsible for life or 
death, which it cag only temporize with, but 
not control. 


THE PRESIDENTS BEAL CONDITION. 

The advices from the President’s sick-bed, 
though rarely contradictory, have varied so 
much from day to day, and deal so freely iu 
comparisons with the conditions on previous 
days, that public opinion has be¢ome very 
much confused as to the patient’s actual state. 
The interest in the case is so keen and wide- 
spread that very slight encouragement is 
sufficient to inspire the public with lively 
hope, and a, mere rumor of any unfavorabie 
symptom is enough to create the deepest de- 
pression. The very best description we have 
seen in several weeks of the President's real 
condition was furnished yesterday by Tue 
Tripene’s chief correspondent at Washing- 
ton, who has watched the case unremittingly 
ever since the President was shot. It is at 
once a record and a clear diagnosis of the 
present conditions, and we reproduce it be- 
low, in order to immress upon our readers a

the physitians have shown is probably nat- 
ural in view of the overwhelming sense of 
responsibility they feel. But they need have 
no apprehension of blame for such a move- 
ment. Whatever other criticism may be 
passed upon their treatment, the removal 
will be approved eyen though the President 
die on the road. It is the solitary hope 
which remains that the change of air may 
prove to be sufficiently invigorating to ena- 
ble him to take a new hold on life. It is 
useless now to contend that a removal should 
have been attempted before this. There is 
no doubt that the doctors have acted in every 
respect as they, in their judgment, thought 
to be best. But there is no longer any rea- 
sonable doubt that the change should be 
made unless the President is actually dying 
when they are ready to lift his bed. It is 
possible that there may be some tangible im- 
provement from the moment he shall begin 
to breathe the open air. Such an effect has 
frequently been noticed in cases of extreme 
debility. At all events, such a change seems 
to be all that is left to work and pray for.

TAXATION OF MORTGAGES. 

The question of the taxation of mortgages 
has been a perplexing one to that class of 
statesmen who seem to regard the possession 
of capital to be a crime against the public, 
and a crime of such magnitude that nothing 
less than its legal confiscation or exciusion 
from the State will meet the ends of justice. 
The laws of this State provide for the taxa- 
tion of mortgages, but, like all the other oath- 
bound and cast-iron provisions of our Reve- 
nue law for the discovery and taxation of 
credit, the law is a substantial failure. 
There has always been a radical defect in 
the law in this State, inasmuch as it pro- 
vides for the double taxation of the property 
mortgaged. Thus the tract of land or the 
improved city lot is assessed at its taxable 
value; to tax a mortgage given to 
secure the purchase money or to se 
cure the money borrowed and invested 
in the improvement is of necessity 
taxing the same property twice. Neverthe- 
less, for many years the present law has been 
in foree, and its glaring injustice has been 
zealously championed and defended. Last 
winter, however, light seems to have broken 
upon the intelligence of the anti-capital 
legislators to the extent of enabling them to 
discover that the law of Lilinois taxing mort- 
gages provided for double taxation, and the 
late session was spent in fruitless efforts to 
remedy this defect. The same discovery 
seems to have been made by the Legislature 
of Massachusetts, and that body did mature 
a law which, at the time of its passage, was 
held up as a special model of legislation for 
the happy manner in which it provided for 
taxing mortgages without resorting to dou- 
ble taxation. As this Massachusetts scheme 
may be presented in this and other Western 
States for adoption, it is well to see what it 
means. 

This new law is intended to make the 
mortgagee pay the taxes on the amount or 
value of his mortgage, and the process by 
which he is to be reached may be stated 
thus: A has property assessed at $100,000, 
and taxable at that valuation; he borrows 
$30,000 of B. giving a mortgage therefor. The 
new law provides that the Assessor shall re- 
port the valuation and the mortgage, and the 
tax collector shall make out a tax-bill against 
the mortgageor for — 0 Mead verty 
assessed on the valu „ss of the 
mortgage, and anothers Wer Last the mort- 
gagee for the taxable Value of his mort- 
gage—the mortgageor and mortgagee being 
treated for purposes of taxation as owners of 

property in proportion to their several in- 
terests therein. If there be more than one 
mortgage, then the value of each mortga- 
gee’sinterest shall be ascertained, and he 
shall be served with a tax-bill. The law 
further provides that wherever the mort- 
gagee fails to pay the taxes on his interest 
the mortgageor may pay the same and be en- 
titled to a’tredit on the mortgage itself for 
the amount paid by him. This is the procees 
by which the Massachusetts Legislature ex- 
peets to collect taxes on mortgages in that 
State, and to distribute the taxation among 
the several persons who should justly pay 
the same. 

| Unfortunately for the law, or, more prop- 
¢riy speaking. unfortunately for the end 
proposed, it contains a proviso that nothing 
therein contained shall be construed as 
depriving the parties to the mortgage 
from contracting that the mortgageor 
Shall pay all taxes on the mortgaged 
premises, and the success of the law 
is further embarrassed by the fact 
that the general form of the mortgages 
now existing and in force in that State con- 
tains this‘particular stipulation. ‘The result 
will be that, so far as existing mortgages are 
concerned, the new law will be non-operatave, 
and it is pretty certain also that in all new 
mortgage contracts the mortgageor will be 
required to pay the taxes. 

The practical result, therefore, of the new 
law is to release the mortgagees of all legal 
obligations to pay taxes on the security, and 
if the law be enforced at all the unfortu- 
nate debtor will have to foot the whole 
bill. We fail to see, therefore, how there 
is by this law any relief to the debtor 
class, or how the burden of taxation 
has been transferred to the money-lending 
capitalist, In California, if we mistake not, 
there is a prohibition of any contract by the 
borrower to pay the taxes on the mortgage, 
but this extreme and extraordinary regula- 
tion was too much for the wisdom of the 
Massachusetts statesmen, so they malle a 
law recognizing the right of borrowers and 
lenders to contract who should pay the taxes, 
and thereby effectually abolished all danger 
of double taxation. All that has been ac- 
complished by the new law is to provide fot 
duplicate assessments and duplicate tax-bills, 
but leaving the unfortunate debtor to pay all 
the taxes. In one sense the new law makes 


a sad muddle of the whole business, but 


does really abolish deuble taxation. 

The Constitution of IIniuois provides for the 
taxation of all property, real, personal, and 
mixed, the taxation to be by rates imposed 
according to valuation. This is a simple proc- 
ess, The tax is on the property without 
reference to ownership, and the tax follows 
the property. The Assessor never inyesti- 
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been to some extent mystified by the efforts 
to reach capital, in the way of taxing credits, 
treating property itself and the price of it as 
two distinct properties to be valued and 
taxed. As we have said, after years of agi- 
tation and discussion the advocates of the 
taxation of credits coneeded last winter that 
the taxation of mortgages was double taxa- 
tion, but it will take them perhaps a genera- 
tion longer te diseever that the only way to 
avoid double taxation in taxing mortgages 18 
to let mortgages go untaxed. 
WEATHER PROPHETS. 

The general public has lost confidence in 
weather prophecjes, and the experience of 
the past few days has induced a good many 
people to believe that the prophets are pro- 
fessional frauds. Observing people will con- 
cur in the statement that there have never 
been so many kinds of weather of such un- 
expected and extreme disagreeableness as 
during the past few years when preposterous 
fellows have undertaken to foretell the at- 
mospheric conditions. We have had Myer, 
Tice, and Vennor; we can stand no more. 
Each has had his “boom,” and each has 
proved in the end to_be a false prophet, less 
reliable in his prognostications than the ave- 
rage farmer. Vennor has been the sorest 
disappointment, because his earlier efforts 
were so successful that he had gained more 
than the usual amount of public confidence. 
But the past two months have taken all the 
wind out of his sajis, and it is to be hoped 
that he will remain in the remoteness and 
obscurity of Mount Washington, whither he 
had gone to see a snow-storm in August at 
last accounts. 

Vennor’s weather prophecies for July and 
August were complete failures. A critic in 
the New York Tribune recently took his 
July prophecies and contrasted them one by 
one with the actual experiences of that 
month. He predicted, for instance, a great 
deal of rain, whereas there was a deficieucy 
of several inches in the rainfall in nearly all 
parts of the country, and a drouth -was in- 
augurated in that month which has lasted 
ever since. He foretold that there were to 
be an unusual number of severe storms dur- 
ing that month, whereas the storms were un- 
usually rare and slight. The temperature 
about the middie of the month was to be 
“exeeedingly hot,” aceording to Vennor, and 
it turned out to be above the mean through- 
out the greater portion of the United States 
and Canada. 


Vennor might possibly be forgiven for his 
false predictions as to July weather, since it 
is all past and gone, but he should be held to 
personal accountability for his deceptions as 
to August and September. He told us that 
we were to have hot days but cool nights. 
Almost anybody would have hazarded a 
guess of the same kind, because that is the 
rule for August; but this year August nights 
(as if for the express purpose of showing 
how little Vennor really knows about it) 
have been almost uniformly warm. Then 
we were to have frost in the latter part of 
the month, and, when that failed, the frost 
was to be postponed till early in September! 
Anybody who had happened to think of such 
a prediction in the stifling air of yesterday 
would have been justified in looking around 
for Vennor with a club. 

This practice of weather prophecy has 
been tolerated to the very limit of human 
endurance. Itis to be hoped we shall hear 
no more of it. The results show there 
is no science about it. Vennor was for a 
time a better guesser than his rivals, but 
even his theory of cycles has been exploded. 
The weather is almost always bad enough 
when it comes, without adding the trials of 
disappointed expectations. 


OUR PORK AND CANNED GOODS IN 
EUROPE. 

Among the Consular reports for the month 
of August, just made public by Secretary 
Blaine, those touching the subject of Ameri- 
can pork and canned goods in Europe are 
the most interesting, and among these that 
of Consul Mason at Basle, Switzerland, is the 
most important, not only as conveying the 
elreular of the Swiss Government revoking 
its deeree of prohibition, but as showing the 
unjust and even malicious manner in which 
our salted and canned goods are treated in 
Germany. The circular: itself derives its 
chief importance from the fact that it em- 
bodies the results of an investigation by ex- 
perts, and that they present their conclusions 
strictly upon sanitary grounds, 

The circular, which is dated June 3, 1881, 
sets forth generally that the teachings of 
obvious facts and experience do not justify 
an interdiction of American pork nor an 
obligatory inspection of those,meats as a 
precaution against trichine.“ While their 
examinations showed that traces of trichine 
were more frequent in American than in 
European pork, still they declare that the 
cases of injury to public health have been 
exceedingly rare, and, more important still, 
the few c2ses of trichiniasis which have oc- 
curred in Switzerland cannot be attributed 
to American meat. With regard to inspec- 
tion the report makes some very sensible 
statements. It does not recognize its utility, 
because in Northern Germany, where exten- 
sive inspections are made, trichiniasis still 
prevails, and because one part of the hog 
may be free from trichine it does not follow 
that.every other part is exempt from these 
pests. In closing their circular, the commit- 
tee make a recommendation which has fre- 
quently been made here, and which, when 
followed, is a sure precaution against any 
danger. They say: 

We urge you, therefore, to inform the peo- 
ple of your canton, in the most effectual man- 
nor, that American pork imported in part by 
local dealers ie largely consumed in Switzer- 
land, and the consumption of these meals as 
as of pork in general is attended with danger un- 
less it is thorvughly cooked before eaten. As to 
cooking we tind that a r of 60 de- 

rees 6 not secure a ute safety, but that 
— order to safely destroy the parasites which 
may be iu the interior of the piec’s a tempera- 
ture equal to that of boiling water is required. 

Consul Mason sends a second report, which 
Is also of extraordinary interest, as it per- 
tains to canned meats and soups, and shows 
how maliciously they are discriminated 
against in certain parts of Europe, The 
favor with which they have been received 
and the rapidity with which they are driving 
other canned goods out of competition have 
aroused a bitter enmity against them among 
local butchers and meat-dealers, and they 
stop short at no methods that will help to 
prejudice the people against them, even to 
the extent of most determined lying. The 
newspapers devoted to that interest—among 
them the Fleischer Zeitung, which is the 
organ of butchers’ interests all over Central 
Europe—are filled with malicious assaults, 
which are copied by the daily journals all 
over Germany, Austria, and Switzerland. 
An address delivered by Councilman Kuloff 
at the last session of the German Society for 
the Protection of Public Health has been 
printed and scattered broadcast, and that our 
packers and meat-preservers may realize the 
nature of the assaults made against their 
goods we extract afew sentences from the 
address. IIe says: ie

This tissue of exaggerations and false- 
hoods is not made by an irresponsible per- 
son, but by a recognized official of high 
standing to the highest public sanitary asso- 
ciation of the German Empire, and has been 
everywhere copied and used by butchers 
and meat-dealers to prejudice the people 
against American canned meats. These and 
similar reports go uncontradicted. There is 
no one there to answer them. It behooves 
American shippers, therefore, to meet these 
calumnies and end them hy some authorita- 
tive statement. The trichine scare was 
ended by promptly meeting it, and convin- 
cing the European consumers that there was 
no danger. It will be much easier to ex- 
plode these calumnies against our canned 
goods, and Consul Mason indicates the way 
by suggesting that “it is of the first impor- 
tance to tinned-meat exporters of the United 
States that they should unite in meeting mis- 
representations like that quoted above with 
clear and authentic statements describing the 
methods by which cattle are brought to St. 
Louis, Chicago, and other meat-conserving 
centres, how they are inspected, slaughtered, 
and their flesh cooked and canned, and the 
precautions by which the danger of lead 
poisoning is now entirely obviated,”

THE MUMMY DISCOVERY. 

Mr. Emil Brugsch, a delver among the an- 
tiquities of Egypt. has unearthed near Thebes 
a treasure-trove which eclipses in interest 
anything Dr. Schliemann has discovered 
among the débris of ancient Troy. He has 
been turning up Kings and Queens by the 
score, and their royal paraphernalia in be- 
wildering profusion. Time was when the 
finding of the mummy of an ordinary Prin- 
cess was heralded as a remarkable discovery, 
and poets sang the praises of the late de- 
parted, but Mr. Brugsch has found no less 
than thirty-nine monarchs of both sexes, 
some of them of great renown, and all of 
them possessing more retrospective interest 
than the remains of contemporary monarchs, 
permanently retired from business, will have 
8,000 years hence. He has a lavish wealth 
of Pharaohs, any one of whom would make 
a fortune for a showman. Twenty- 
six of the thirty-nine have been identified. 
Though they are not in a condition that 
would make them desirable house compan- 
ions, even in these days of esthetics and 
quite too utter tomfoolery, they are better 
looking people than the most of us will be 
3,000 years hence, their features being dis- 
tinguishable, their teeth as good as new, and 
their hands ready for a welcome shake. ‘The 
ornamentation of their burial-cases in all 
their hues of green, yellow, and orange is 
also as perfect as if it were laid on yesterday. 
The oldest gentleman of the lot, who has 80 
suddenly revisited “the pale glimpses,”’ and 
who could tell such strange stories if he had 
the gift of speech, is King Raskenen, one of 
the later monarchs of the Seventeenth 
Dynasty, whowas laid away in fine linen and 
spices about 3,700 years ago, or 400 years be- 
fore the Israelites astonished his successors 
by crossing the Red Sea dry-shod, while they 
went under—horse, foot, and dragoons. The 
official description of his.present owner is as 
follows: 

No. 1. King Raskenen, one of the later Kings 
of the Sevent@enth Dynasty. The mummy, 
wrapped in the usual shrouds of fine linen, is 
inclosed in three wooden mummy- cases, each 
disclosing the form of the body and fitting in 
another like a nest of boxes. pon the lids of 
the three mummy-cases are carved in high re- 
lief the head and arms ot the King. The right 
hand grasps the crur ansata, and in the left is 
the aceptre. The arms rest upon the breast 
crossed, Above the facial portrait is carved the 
royal headdress, with the urori serpents in gilt. 
Each of the cuoffin-cases is literally covered 
both inside and outside, with inscriptions and 
representations in yellow and orange upon 
olive-green ground, oy relating exclusive- 


ly to the ritual of the dead. The mummy and 
cases are in perfect preservation. 


There are many others who are nearly as 
old and much more famous, among them 
Aames I., Who founded the Eighteenth Dy- 
nasty, drove out the Shepherd Kings, and 
suppressed the Nubian rebeilion: his good 
Queen and several of his sons and daughters; 
King Amenophis, who was quietly resting 
among lotus flowers that looked asif they had 
been almost freshly plucked; Thotmes III., 
the Great, who raised Egypt to the summit 
of her greatness, the most glorious monarch 
of the line of Pharaohs; Seti I., who re- 
gained many foreign conquests, lost by his 
predecessors, and who had a temple where 
all the gods of the Egyptian pantheon were 
kept in state: Rameses IL, the Pharaoh of 
the Jewish captivity, who was found with a 
royal whip in one hand and the royal hook 
in the other, his features beautifully carved 
upon the case and surmounted by the crown 
of Upper and Lower Egypt with the serpent; 
and lastly, King Pinotem, a great warrior. 
ln addition to the royal mummies a multi- 
tude of objects have been found, among 
them the leather tent of the last-named King, 
covered with hjeroglyphics and numerous 
papyri, which it is believed will contribute 
important information concerning the Jew- 
ish captivity, written by eye-witnesses.~ 

It is noslight thing for one man to own 
thirty-nine monarchs, all of them Pharaohs. 
If, as has been stated, they go into the pos- 
session of Egypt, itis possible that the Khe- 
dive can be prevailed upon to part with some 
of them. As he is friendly to this country, 
and has let New York have an obelisk, he 
might possibly let Chicago have a Pharaoh, 
it is immaterial which oné, though weshould 
prefer Thotmes the Great, who was the most 
enterprising of the lot, and who, set up in 
our South Park or out in Pullman, would un- 
questionably enjoy the stir, energy, and brisk- 
ness of the place, as reminding him of his 
own get-up while ruling over Thebes; while 
St. Louls might take old Raskenen, whose 
conservatism would not be disturbed in that 
sleepy town, except by the directory can- 
vasser. 


JupGE VAN Vorst, of New York, has ren- 
dered a decision of great importance to people 
who are fortunate enough to have anything to 
do with interest-bearing bonds. At the time of 
the celebrated Northampton bank robbery, Mrs. 
Fanny D. Wylie bad on deposit in the vaults of 
that iustituuon a number of mortgage coupon 
bonds of the Pacific Railroad of Missouri, all 
of which were stolen. The robbery of the bank 
too k place in 1876, and on the th of December, 
1878, thirty-six of the coupons, of the par value 
of $1,080, all past due, were purchased by the 
firm of Lazard, Speyer & Eilisson, Prankfort- 
on-the-Main, from a reputable merchant of that 
city named Leopold Gompertz, the full market 
price being paid for them. The Frankfort firm 
sent the coupons to Speyer 4 Co., of 
New York, for collection, and the railroad 
company gave a check for the amount, where- 
upon Mrs, Wylie brought suit to recover the 
value of the coupons, the payment of the check 
having been stopped by injunction. The de- 
cision of Juage Van Vorst, before whom the

the coupons after they had mature, came into 
possession of them. He did state at the time he 


sold the coupons to Gomperts that the bonds 
had been the property of an estet which had 
been some years in litigation. ig nothing 
to show that Lagrave had any betfer title than 
the robbers who committed the burglary.” 
Under the laws of Germany @ person who pur- 
chases bonds in good faith obtains a title to the 
coupons against all others, whether the purchase 
be made before or after they full due, and it is 
for this reasou that stolen bonds are so com- 
monly disposed of in Frankfort; the want of 
good faith on the part of the purchaser being of 
course impossible to prove, The decision of 
Judge Van Vorst is founded on principles of 
equity as well as law, and hereafter the money- 
changers of Frankfort will not be so ready to 
buy securities from persons concerning whose 
ownership of the same there is no proof. 


Tue Trisune is pained to observe that a 
coolness bas arisen between the Hon. John A. 

There was a time 
when the junior Senator from Lliinois found 
ready and cordial appreciation in the columns 
of that journal; but, with all its efforts to 
please, it could never be the personal organ he 
desired. Some of his friends, therefore, estan- 
lished an opposition paper that should more 
completely represent his interests, especially 
with reference to a possible Presidential cam- 
paign. With these explanations, which may be 
relied upon as trustworthy, the reader may find 
a good deal of interesting political intelligence 
between the lines of the following paragraph 
trum the News of yesterday: 


Now and then we hear of a newsvaper being 
started to promote the political aspirations of a 
politician. To those who know bow great an 
affair a newspaper is to start, and how small an 
affair the personal aspirations of any politician 
become in the comparison, such au undertaking 
seems like building a barn and then burping it 
down in order to roasta rat. A daily 4 
generally requires, to start and run it, from five 
to twenty times as much capital as the profes- 
sional politician either possesses, or can borrow, 
or even sighs for. Wher this amount of capital 
has been invested it becomes of so much more 
consequence to make it pay than to elect any 
particular man to an office that the politician is 
very likely soon to be traveling one way and bis 
organ the other. The politician discovers that 
to stand identified witb a new and feebie organ 
that is absolutely without circulation or in- 
fluence throws ali the weight of the established 
newspaper against him. People judge of his 
strength by the weakness of the cornet that toots 
for bim. The newspaper discovers that the 
number of subscribers or advertisers it gets by 
being regarded as an appendage to the coat- 
tails of a politician is but a small fraction of the 
number it loses. So, taking barns as they run, 
and rats as they run, and newspapers and poli- 
ticians as they run, while nearly every barn that 
is built sooner or later burns and roasts a rat, 
yet it does not pay to build and burn a barn on 
purpose to effect that result. And so, while 
nearly every newspaper sooner or later helps or 
hinders some politician, it does not pay to start 
newspapers with that objectin view. Finally, 
as Jack Bunsby would say: The pint o this 
9 lies werry much in the application 
0 * : 

The “ pint of the obserwation is that Senator 
Logan is the “ politician” referred to; the Chi- 
cago Herald (new two-cent daily) is the “ feeble 
organ without circulation or influence”: and 
the News is the journal that refuses to be “an 
appendage to the coat-tails of a politician.”’ 
The paragraph above quoted is a challenge to 
mortalcombat. It will be a merry picnic for 
the two-centers, and may end, like the famous 
encounter between the Kilkenny cats,in the 
total destruction of both. 


Sou enthusiastic but impractical per- 
sons in New York have been endeavoring to 
create a sentiment in favor of the employment 
ot women as ticket-sellers on the elevated rail- 
roads in that city, whereupon a man. who seems 
to have the interests of women fully as much at 
heart as do the enthusiasts alluded to, but is not 
as Visionary as they, shows the fuolishness of 
this proposition.

They would not 
think anything of stopp to speak with the 
fair one, — — who are waiting to get 
their tickets, Now, suppose an intoxicated 
person came along to ride? The lady is in dis- 
tress: she don't know what to do. The man is 
not allowed to ride, so she must Jead him down 
from the station, and take all kinds of abuse. 
Now, what would this weak, timid creature do 
when she had five or six cases of this kind each 
day. and at some stations many more? Perhaps 
it would be a good thing for Mr. Frank to sug- 
gest that the company engage men to stand 
guard over these ladies to see that they are not 
insulted or run away with. For heaven's sake, 
Mr. Frank, give us something that is not so 
ridiculous, 

Nobody with a grain of manliness in his com- 
position will object to the occupation by women 
of any employment for which they are fit.

THE “MARK LANE EXPRESS,” 
in its review of the grain trade for the past 
week, says: 

During the week progress has been made 
with harvesting, but the best condition has 
been middling, while the bulk has been 
thoroughly bad. Since Tuesday the weather 
has been cloudy, cold, and rainy, with inter- 
mittent sunshine. The cold has checked the 
sprouting of thé grain, but also retarded its 
ripening in late districts, especially in Scot- 
land, where there have been frosts. Reports 
from Ireland are decidedly ‘unfavorable. 
The results of the British harvest exercise 
but a small influence on the trade. The 
available foreign supply and the shortest 
time for such supply to arrive are questions 
which have more interest for millers: The 
native crops are actually further from the 
markets than the American and Russian 
new crops. The millers have ceased to 
operate beyond their necessities, because 
they think they can hold out until the in- 
creased Atlantic shipments have arrived. 
The weather, doubtiess has checked the 
upward tendency, but the few samples of 
grain harvested before the rain came still 
fetch the highest values. Rates in the prov- 
inces continue higher than in London and 
other port markets where foreign arrivals 
rule the trade. Flours from old wheats are 
searce and dear. In foreign the trade has 
been slow throughout the week. Miilers, 
having laid ina working supply. await the 


developments of the trade indifferently, and 


the present rate of shipments is decidedly in 
their favor. Friday business was small 
at a shilling decline. Off-coast mar- 
kets have been inactive. Of sixteen 
cargoes which arrived, five were sold. 
‘No barley or oats off coast. The bulk 
of the British barley crop is available for 
grinding only, and the prices are ruled by 
maize. Foreign was stagnant. Maize is 
slightly in favor of buyers. Sales of English 
wheat, 21,820 quarters at 55 shillings 2 pence 
per quarter, against 16,636 quarters at 48 shil- 
lings 3 pence per quarter the corresponding 
week of last year.

THE FINAL RETURNS 
of sixty-four second ballots for members of the 
Chamber of Deputies show that fifty-six Re- 
publicans, three Royalists, and five Bona- 
partists have been elected.

The Républicans com- 
prise 39 Left Centre, 168 Left, 206 Republican 
Union, and 46 Extreme Left, Among the 
notable features in the second ballots are 
Revillon, Intransigeant, polling 5,297 votes 
in Belleville, against 3,509 for Sicks, Gam- 
betta’s candidate. 
GAMBETTA’S SPEECH, 

NEwsBourea, Sept. 5.—Gambetta, speaking 
at a banquet last night, said he did not think 
it well to reopen the question of electoral 
reform immediately on the meeting of the 
new Chamber; that it should not be aban- 
doned, but only postponed, a fresh appeal 
to the country being unadvisable. 

Lonpon, Sept. 5.—A Paris eorrespondent 
says: A passage in Gambetta’s speech at 
Newbourg last night, in which he declared 
that Sedan would have been wived out if 
France had had more steadfast hearts, and 
if virtue, patriotism, independence, and dis- 
dain for material enjoyments had more 
largely prevailed, was loudly cheered. 

COLLISION, 

Paris, Sept. 5,—The express-train from 
Marseilles came in collision at Charenton 
with an ordinary passenger-train from 
Montargis. The ordinary train had gone 
off the rails, when it was overtaken by the 
express. The hindermost carriages of the 
ordinary train were crushed, and about 
fifteen persqns instantly killed and several 
seriously injured. 

ACCORDING TO LATEST REPORTS 
nineteen persons were killed and twenty-five 
injured, several it is feared mortally, in the 
rallway accident, which Is attributed to the 
failure of asignal man to block the line 
against the express train. It seems the slow 
train from Montarges arrived at Charenton 
twelve minutes late, and before it conid be 
shunted the express train dashed into it. The 
travelers on the slow train saw the express 
approaching, and some tried to jump out of 
the carriages. Some bodies of the victims 
were so horribly mutilated that identification 
is difficult. 

BorpEAvUxX, Sept. 5—-The British barks 
David Taylor, Capt. Wallace, and Violet, 
Capt. Harding, both from New York, have 
been in collision at this port. The damage 
sustained is not yet known.

PLEURO-PNEUMONIA. 

THE TREASURY CATTLE COMMISSIONERS 
returned to the city yesterday trom Peoria, 
whither they had gone to investigate the condi- 
tion of the still-fed cattle at that point. During 
last evening a reporter called at the Sherman 
House and found the three Commissioners dis- 
cussing the results of their trip and considering 
the notes of the general report to be made to 
the Secretary of the Treasury when the investi- 
gation is completed. With respect to the ro- 
sults of their visit Prof. Law said, We have not 
found the least trace of pleuro-pneumonia in 
the West, asl predicted at our ſust conversa- 
tion. I am free to confess that I was aston- 
ished at the condition of the feeding-pens at 
Peoria. Most of them excelled anythi ou 
such a larxe scale to be found in the East. They 
were clean and the cattle were well cared for.“ 

Dr. Thayer, in response to questions, reiter- 
ated this view. It is not usual,” be said, to 
tind many cattle at these feeding-places during 
the bot mouths, but t@is year this baa been the 
case, and several thousand head of cattle are 
now bet fed at two great distilieries by way 
of ex meat. That the experiment might be 
thorough they constructed separate stalls, three 
and a hulkt feet wide, where each animal is fed 
or . 9 without aunoyance from others in the 


What is the general conditions of the sheds?’’ 

“Excellent. They are clean and as wholesome 
as could be expected under the circumstances. 
The only possivie probability for the promotion 
of disease lies in the fact that cattle are brought 
in trom a free life on the Texan prairies and 
subjecteito a change of condition. Many of 
them are jean and rather used up by the rough 
transportation, but still all the cattle we in- 
spected were healthy and apparently free from 
aoy serious diseases.” 

Respecting the question of bealthfuiness 
of the beef of still-fed cattle Doctor said: 

“Tam not going to say anytbing on that sub- 
ject officialiy, but for myself I know no reason 
why I would not as soon eat it as any other. 
Why should it be unwholesome? The swill is 
clean, the bay is pure and sweet, andthe sheds 
in which the cattle are fed are kept clean and 
well ventilated. In fact, their condition there 
is far more tovorable to health thau in an ordi- 
nary farmer's barn, where they are often 
cramped up in ciose 2 und have to 
breathe foul air. The only objection in respect 
to the food is that the swill is given hot. I ad- 
mit that it is not what it should be, but it is 
quite sweet, and contains no unwholesome in- 
gredients so long as fermentation has not set 
in, and should it be the least sour it is not given 
to the cattle, but thrown into the river.“

THE PUBLIC SCHOOLS, 
OPENING OF THE SCHOOL YEAR. 

The Chicago public schools opened again yes- 
terday morning. after the summer vacation, and 
the small boy, who for a couple of months has 
been free from the restraints of the school- 
room, and who has bad an uninterrupted period 
of kite-flying, marbie-piaying, top-spinning, 
swimming, ana indulgence in all the other 
youtbful sports, both at home and in his near or 
more remote summer-resort, was once more 
caged within four walls, with a chance at recess 


of betaking bimself to the yard to mingle with 
the other small boys, compare notes, and see 
who had come out ahead since school clused, 
back in June. The small girl, over in the other 
yard, or maybap in another portion of the same 
yard, wandered up and down, arm in arm 
with ber companion small girl, chewed gum, 
and wondered why a third small girl could wear 
such a hideous hat and such a horrid bad dress. 
And at evening, when the school-house emptied 
its troops of small boys and giris into the street, 
the face of the average parent lengthened at 
the appalling array of new books which must be 
bought in order to lift the young hopefuls out 
of the darkness of ignorance set their feet 
in the brightly-illuminated path of knowledge. 
As is the vase with each succeeding year, there 
were more small boys and girls who presented 
themselves at the various school- houses yester- 
day than there were just a year how many 
more it is impossible to tell, for the reports are 
not yet in, and won't be for several days. The 
average annual increase in the school-attend- 
ance, however, is from 4,000 to 3,500 pupiis, and 
if it doesn’t touch the top-notch this year, the 
school people will be greatiy surprised. Super- 
intendent Howland, who was present at the 
opening of one school yesterday morning—the 
Cottage Grove Avenue Schoul—says there were 


200 more pupils in attendance than at the open- 


ing of the last school year, and that the new 
building is likely to be well filled. The lower 
floor of the new Central Park School, com pris- 
ing five good rooms, was thrown open yesterday 
day, and the remainder of the building will ve 
opened as soon as the new quarters are wanted. 
Altogether, the outiook for the new school year. 
so far at least as attendance is concerned, is a 
most promising one.

in even the recent dullness. Fact and gossip | 


were scanty.

to resist Keene’s manipulations of the money 
market. Keene bids money up and Goutd of- 
fers it down. 

Pullman was 139. It is authoritatively denied 
that tae Pullman cars are to be replaced by 
Wagner cars on the Gould roads. The Pullman 
contracts on the Gould roads do not expire for 
some.years. Wagner has not the cars with 
which to operate in place of the Pulimap cars. 
and if be bad there are enough new roads 
making contracts with the Pullman Company to 
keep more than its present rolling stock in use. 
Itis betieved that in no contingency will the 
earnings of the Pullman Company be | ess than 
16 per cent net on its stock. 

The Clevelacd, Columbus, Cincinnati & In- 
dianapolis Road has succeeded in reducing its 
running expenses 65 per cent, against 73 per 
cent in 1880. Its net earnings are now $70,000 a 
month, and at the present cut rates will be 
enough to pay 6 per cent dividends. If rates are 
réstored to the average of last year the road 
will earn 10 per cent for its stock. Between 
now and Oct. 1 the road will be consolidated 
with the Hamilton & Dayton, and will take the 
name of the Ohio Railway Company. When the 
consolidation is declared a dividend of 3 per 
cent will be made, and a sufficient reserve kept 
to pay quarterty dividends of 1% per cent in 
January and April.

It is but a few years since 
New York had to look to London, but evideutiy 
financial centers are still shifting. as they have 
been doing for hundreds of years. Late changes 
in the value of loanable funds on call have been 
almost violent in London. Only five weeks ago 
money in Lombard street was a drug. Bills 
were freely taken at a discount of 1% per 
cent per atinum, and money at call was uniend- 
able. Since then the Bank of England has 
raised its rate from 2% to 3 pet cent, and on 
Saturday the open market was firm at thé latter 
rate, with a very general expectation that the 
bank would today again raise ite rate to 4 per 
cent, while thé open market would be com- 
pelted to fotlow. As matters already stand, the 
charge for discounts has, in fact, increased 140 
per cent in three weeks, and should the rate go 
to 4 per cent today tne advance will be about 220 
per cent. In discussim editorially the advances 
to de made in the Bank of England rate, the 

Times points out that the bank’s reserve of

An active movement in fall 
and winter goods cannot be looked for so long 
as the mercury ifngers in the vicinity of 90 
degrees in the shade. Prices are strong, espe- 
cially for standard cotton productions, which 
begin to feei the effect of the recent advance in 
the raw material. Dealers in boots and shoves, 
hats, caps, and clothing report an improving 
demand, with prices tirm. The grocery trade 
was again fairly active, and prices were firm ail 
aiong the line. Sugars are advancing. In the 
lumber market there was fair activity, both in 
the yards and at the docks.
